Ve watched it move in 
towards the site then we started for the base, \e reached the main 
gate around 0:20 and at that time the light seemed to hang directly 
over the 3-3 set. ‘We let Paul Ryan off at the barracks and then started 
up the hill to see if everything was all right. As we started un the 
hill the light began to move to the right of the site and as we arproached 
nearer to the object it appeared to have a slight orance glow at the base 
of it. As we drew nearer it must have moved away nearly 50 or 60 miles 
vo the right and it seemed to be traveling around 1500 miles an hour, 
After it traveled that far it started clinbing straight up and disappeared

When turning onto the road 
near the White itose Service Station in Ramore I saw a Orange colorad 
object about 1 mile left of the Radar Tower, I called attention to 
it and the other l airmen agreed that it was not a tover lizht or a star 
but some unknown object. ‘le stopred once in town ard the object started 
to rise and move toward the Radar Tower. ‘We drove up to the Base Gate 
(always keeping our eyes on the object when we were not odstructed by 
trees) und stopped again. By this time the object appeared to be richt 
on the Radar Tower.
